^^mountaineer himself. He comes from 
the same stock as the mine-workers of West Virginia. These mine- 
workers are hlood of his blood and flesh of his flesh. And he is a 
stubborn and fearless man, who feels keenly the injustice of tbe sys¬ 
tem which has made it possible that these mountaineers be robbed of 
their natural inheritance by cunning and greedy capitalists—most of 
whom do not even live in West Virginia. 

Hatfield is a man of education. And though he knoWs nothing 
I about Socialism and political econom,, he keenly realizes the impos- 
' sibility of upholding semi-feudal and barbaric conditions in West Vir- 
i ginia in the t'ventieth century. Therefore, it was to be foreseen that 
{Gov. Hatfield would not confirm the findings of the drumhead court- 
{martial. He did not confirm a single one. 

While knowing nothing about the modern class strugg|e, Hatfield 
has instinctively understood that the bloody feud between mine-work¬ 
ers and the Baldwin-Feltz detectives was simply a part of the class 
war waged between labor and capital in the mining regions. 

On the morning of the day when tbe governor had the interview 
with the Socialist committee, he set at liberty every mine-worker who 
was detained in any jail or prison fo. an offense connected with that 
class.wsr—including some men that had been sentenced to long terms 
in the penitentiary. And in this he wss showing wisdom and good will. 

Gov. Hatfield has promised to see to it that every mine-worker 
in West Virginia will be given a chance to join an organization if he 
so desires. He has also guaranteed protection to the organizers of 
the trade unions and of theSociilist party against the attacks of the 
Baldwin-Feltz thugs. We have no reason to doubt the governor's word 
in this respect—nor his ability to make good his promise. 

As. for tbe martial law—conditions in West Virginia were so ex¬ 
traordinary t^t tbe proclamsticn of the riartial law was the only 
twar of driving out the Baldwin-F^ts gaards. have it from tiie 
very best anthority that olDcials of the United Mine Workers asked 
for the continnation of the martial law as a protection against the 
Baldwin-Feltz thugs. 

The governor is prepared, he says, to recall his martial law order 
as soon as condit’ons shall warrant. It is characteristic of the situa¬ 
tion in West Virginia that at the present time not a single mine-worker 
is in prison—they have all been released. However, three murderous 
Baldwin-Feltz detectives and a mine-superintendent were still in jail 
without bail when the Socialist committee left the state, 
j All in all. Gov. Hatfield evidently means to give the coal miners of 
I West Virginia as fair a chance as they possibly can have under the 
I capitalist system. But, however good his intentions may now be, he 
! cannot escape the damning fact that in the few weeks hr nas been gov- 
I ernor he has exercised despotic powers and ridden rough shod over the 
i liberties and rights of citizens of West Virginia. He m» y make amends 
i for his past offenses, but he cannot escape the cersure which his 
[tyrannical acts have invited by those of his countrymin who prize the 
I rights of man more thin they, do the title deeds ol the “vested in-

MARCHING TOWARD THE SUNRISE 


BY EUGENE V. DEBS. 

"The emancipation of labor is es¬ 
sential to the freedom of humanity. 
The struggle for freedom is the 
history of the,race; the fruit of the 
struggle, tbe development of man. 
'The. civilization of Egypt, Persia, 
Babylon. Greece, Assyria and other 
ancient nations and the royal rob¬ 
bers and privileged parasites that 
ruled over them, had their day and 
passed away with the wretched 
slaves who built the pyramids and 
obelisks along the tracks of the 
early centuries of the rac*-. The 
feudal nations of medieval Europe, 
whose lorOs and nobles inherited 
all thewicious and heartless char¬ 
acteristics of the ancient ruling 
class, especially their parasitic dis¬ 
dain and brutal contempt for their 
outraged slaves, have followed in 
the wake of their predecessors, and 
nothing remains but the memory 
of their bloody reign—the mid¬ 
night horrors of history. 

"The working class may be 
robbed, tramped upon, crushed, 
broken, sabered, imprisoned, shot 
full Oi* jagged wounds, "poor dumb 


mouths" to bear witness to the 
crimes it has suffered, but its ma¬ 
jestic march continues towards the 
sunrise. The master and slave, the 
lord and serf of past ages, are 
gone, and the capitalists and wage¬ 
workers of our day must soon fol¬ 
low them. It is the historic mission 
of labor to free the human race. 
To free itself, is to free mankind. 
Labor is life. Society would perish 
without the working class. The de¬ 
gree of labor's servitude is the de¬ 
gree of society a tribulation, defeat 
and shame. There can be no morals 
in any society based upon the ex¬ 
ploitation and consequent misery 
of the class whose labor supports 
society. . 'There can be no freedom 
while workers are in fetters. Wage 
servitude is fatal even to the free¬ 
dom of its most- favored capitalist 
beneficiaries. They must be sur¬ 
feited ^vith gold and powers, but 
they are not free. 'Hiey cannot 
sever the ties that bind them to 
their slaves and soar alone into 
the realms of freedom. 

"It is written in the moral l*w 
with "iron pen in the load and rock 
forever," that whosoever enslaves 


The official returns from the 
election in Denmark are now at 
hand and show that tne Social- 
Dem'oerats have an increase in par¬ 
liamentary seats to the amount of 
twenty-five per cent. The standing 
of the parties in the new parlia¬ 
ment is: Socialists 32 (a gain of 
eight seats): Liberals 44 (a loss of 
twelve); Radicals 21 (a gain of 
eleven); and Conservatives 7 (a 
loss of seven).

wltDoaa, after tbo hour of midnight 
and under the protest of the aheriff 
ahd loeal auihorlttaa. IIiIb dastardly 
crlma caanot be to6 aereroly con¬ 
demn^ aad complete Snanelal relm- 
buraeznent would be'the very least 
reparation that could posalbly be 
made. * 

In thta connection ft ia but Jxist to 
say that the governor and hie frtenda 
dlaavow knowledge of these outrages 
beyond the tiippreaslon of the papers 
' and the airtat of the editora, declar¬ 
ing that the other wanton acts above 
' referred to were wholly unaothortsed. 
i It should also be said that the gov¬ 
ernor and bla friends positively dta- 
t-.vow the Unseat alleged to have been 
made by O<>vemor .Hatfield, and for 
which he haa been so bitterly de¬ 
nounced, that he would deport from 
the state all miners who refused to 
accept the nerms of aettleroent with 
the operators and resume work In the 
coal fields. It Is emphatically denied 
that any sib*}h threat waa ever made. 

Beglnnlni with the 94th ineu. we via. 
Ued the Cabin Creok, Paint Creek 
and New River districts. In tb-> orders 
mentioned, attended In the first two 
by Mr. Mo<>re, the governor's ojialat- 
ant private secretary, whose service 
be tendered ond which the committee 
accepted. The governor on tshalf of 
the state also tendered the use of a 
special train to the committee which 
was reepectlvely declined. 


At the (tabia Creek and Paint 
Creek districts, accompanied over tha 
entire route by numerous miners 
familiar with the situation, the com¬ 
mittee made a house to house and 
lent to tent canvas, hearing ihe stories 
of men, women and children and wit¬ 
nessing scenes of horror and desola¬ 
tion which beggar description. 

‘T9 reports of the outrages perpe¬ 
trated upqn the defeneeJtas miners 
and their famltlea dusing the Glass- 
oock admlntstmtlon have not in tha 
least been ezaggeratsd. Houaea aa^ 
tents werd shot up indlserlmlnataly 
from an armored train In the dark- 
I ness of night; men were aasauUed 
I and women Insulted by the dasti^rdly 
I mine thugH. and even little children 
were not spared. 

Aji all th'*re atrocious crimes against 
the striking miners and their fkml- 
lles will b*i brought out fully In the 
senator!^, investigation oow under 
way and placed before the country 
for its edlHcatlon as to the despotic 
misrjle of the criminal mine bsrona. 

. we • efrain from the attempt to chron¬ 
icle them In this report. Indeed we 
, cou d scarcely begin to do justice to 
:he subject without making thla re- 
por. far ti>o volumloout for tbe Ilm- 
IteJ space in our press and for geo- 
oral cIrcuUtloa. 

A distlni’t victor}* has been achieved 
in forcing this investigation upon the 
mine barons of West Virginia. In spite 
j <if their combined efforts to defeat It. 
Henceforward the. e n'lJi be a decided 
change in the situation. The inveetl- 
gallon wlU bring the facts to light 
and every eRorl should be made on 
Ihe part of the miners and their 
friends tc have the whole of these 
f^'ols in sll their, gruesome details 
brought ort and Vlaccd upon record. 

By set of the legislature recently 
adjourned the mine guard system. 
W'hleh wai one of the prime causes of 
the U’OUhle and a source of unceasing 
brutality and terror to the miners, 
waa pracllc;ally abolished, and for the 
first time In the history of Industrial 
West Vlnrlnta the miners and other 
workers can oow organise unions and 
: hold labor meetings free from the tr 
terfereoce of the private thiigs and 
■luggers of the mine owners, whom 
Governor Hatfield is pledged to do all 
In his ofilcial power to entirely sup¬ 
press. 

• • • 

The great trouble with West Vir¬ 
ginia. os Governor Hatfield explained, 
is that hoadreds of thousands of acres 
of ooal lands are owned by great oor- 
porationa. aliens for the moot part, 
such os Gtuggsobelm for tastauce, who 
cars nothing about the miners aad 
nothing about West Virginia beyond 
their own heartless exploitation. Vast 
areas, inidudlng entire mountains and 
valleys, >sre their own private pre¬ 
serves, piitrolled by their own ^vate 
guards, iind It Is In these‘prhately 


owned reoUons where the power of 
the corporadon is absolute and where. 
In fact, the feudalism of the middle 
ages stilt prevails, srhere the most 
cruel conditions have existed and the 
most outrageous crimes have been 
committed. 

It Is srith bt th pride and pleasure 
that we bear testimony to the uni¬ 
formly bravo spirit and high character 
of the comradei who have been on the 
firing line In th« West Vli^nla strug¬ 
gle. They have fought one of the 
bravest and bloodiest fights In tbe In¬ 
dustrial history of this country. 
Against overwhelming odds and with 
spies and sluggers dogging their foot¬ 
steps they held their own to the very 
end. f

At the cicse of our ^labors we re¬ 
joiced to see the better onderstondlng 
that existed between the U:jlted Mina 
Workers and the Socialist party which 
we Bought In every way to encourage 
and promote, and barring a very few 
who are bent hpon arraying them 
against eaoh other, to their mutual 
undoing, we left the comrades In the 
best of spirits and with the assuraneee

The truth le that we did our duty 
and acted openly and honestly with 
everyone. Governor Hatfield not ex¬ 
cepted. We freely admit having given 
the governor the credit he Is justly en¬ 
titled to for wbat*be haa done to pro¬ 
tect the miners and punish their as¬ 
sailants, and while bolding him re¬ 
sponsible for every act of his admin¬ 
istration. we lns\!”f that he shall not be 
held accountable tor the crimes com- 
mlUed under the administration of 
h.8 sen lie predecessor.

Mias Morgan la quoted aa having 
stated that: ’'Wages have nothing to 
do with the question of morality, and 
the girls thamaeivas wars tba first to 
reosnt the sxiggeaUen that tha mini¬ 
mum wage Is the remedy, for mini¬ 
mum morals. Of eouras, we all have 
to see Chat women are paid wagpe 
upon which they ean llva, but tt la 
i false and ridiculous to sasart that 
I t.iere Is a direct relation between tbe 
' wages of women and their morality. 
And the working women have been 
the first to point thta out** 

The doubts of ignorant working 
girls we can readily understand, but 
Miss Morgan Is an educated woman. 
We believe shs luiows batter. Tha 
topic, however will not disappear 
from tha order of tba day. because 
bourgeois society wants to quiet a bad 
conaclanoa. Tha , question whether 
low wages produeas prostitution la a 
social qMasUon* and must be dlsouasad 
from aJ social agpset. Wa find, bow- 
aver, that the' qeastloa is babig dls¬ 
ouasad from an • Individual aspect, 
thus Urrowlni; dust Into the sjras of 
sIhoSfa tncrulMrd tft the vary outsat 

Whetbar It bt'Tlea, tsnrdar or grand 
larceny which Is .op Tor dlaousslon. 

I looking at it indti^uaHy, wa may 
I thing whatever we please, but this 
does not coneam or Interest the pub¬ 
lic. Thera Is a social aspect to every 
one of thnae. social phenomenons and 
as such they figure In the statistics, 
and under this angle alone can they 
be diBcuaaed Intelligently. H. T. 
Buckle In his history on elvlllaatlon of 
England begliu his first chapter with: 

"A statement of the resources for 
Investigating history, and proofs of 
Che regularity of human actions. 
These actions are governed by mental 
and physical laws.” 

In this chapter we find the results 
of statistics for the first time applied 
In an attempt to raise history to a sci¬ 
ence. Of c^rse. working girls do not 
know Buckle as a rule, but Mias Mor¬ 
gan does and trisa to make the world 
forget all about his work. Buckle: 
■ays further In this very chapter: 1 

"M. Quetelst, who has spsnt bis' 
life in coUeoting and methodising the 
statistics of different eountrlee, states,: 
as the result of hts laborious ra- 
aearcbes. that *ln avenrtlilag which, 
coheems crime, the same numbers re¬ 
occur with a constancy which cannot 
be mistaken: and that this Is th’> ease 
even with thoae crimes which seem 
quite IndepsntleDC of human fore¬ 
sight. auch, for Instanca. aa murdara, 
which are generally committed after 
quarrels arising from circumstances 
apparently eaau&l. Nevarthslaas, we 
know from experience that rrery year 
there not only take plaoe nearly th# 
same number of murders, but that 
even the Instriunenia by which they 
are committed are employed In the 
same proportion.' *' 

And In support of this statement 
statistics of France. Bngtano and 
Germany are quoted. But let us hear 
further evidence worth while listening 
to. Instead of bearing cheap moral- 
txera and apologists of capitalist ex¬ 
ploitation. Buckles says to tbe aame 
volume: 

**Kor'ls It merely tbe crimes of men 
which are marked by this uniformity 
of sequence. Even the number of 
mafriagss annually contracted la de¬ 
termined. net by the temper and 
wishes of Individuals, but by large 
general facta over which individuals 
can exmlae no authority. It Is now 
known that marrlaims a fixed 

and definite relation *.o the price of 
.corn; apd in England the experience 
of a century has proved that, tostead 
of having any comiectlon with per- 
aooal foellnga they are aimply regu¬ 
lated by the averags eamlngi of the 
great mase of tbe people; wo that thte 
Immense social and rrllgtous Institu- 1 
tion is not only swayed, but Is com- i 
pletely controlled, the price of 
food and by the rats of wages. 

**Btoc9 then statiibcs have been ap¬ 
plied extenslvsly to modlsdne; and 
still more r ece ntly, and oa a amalier 
scale, to philology and to ^’uxispru- 
denoe." 

Tfiaae wore tbe opinions of great 
bourgeois writers to the middle of the 
nineteenth century, fiinee Chen Marx 
and Engels have united thetr efforts 
to broaden tbi range of human vlston. 
They have appealed to the working- 
olaas beoause this today tc alone 
tnt e r e et a d fa the advanesment of hu¬ 
man knowledge and elvltlaatSen.

Father Haire. 

In 1990, at Mllbank, where I then 
lived, I was much annoyed by one An¬ 
drew Qlgler, a Bavarian who was a 
member of the Socialist party, 
who evtdently suspeeted me of hav¬ 
ing brains and who inoeasaotly 
preached Boeialtom at nie, but with 
no result but unpleasantnoss for him¬ 
self. Tbon one day 1 reoo: ^ed a cir¬ 
cular letter from Robert W. Haire, of 
Aberdeen, which greatly laterested 
me and 1 replied, stating my polltioal 
views quite thoroughly and the reply 
was a nomination on the state ticket 
of the "National Boolal-Democratic 
party of North America.” Comrade 
Qlgler had put me In touch with one 
who merits kihdly remembrance. Edu” 
cated as a Catholic priest, yet never 
forgetting the necessity of social sal¬ 
vation, Father Haire edited papers 
teaching all that people could be in¬ 
duced to accept, and a little reore- 

'The church authorities attempted 
to deprive him of his priesthood, but 
failed when they came to trial. Then 
they ordered him to a pariah where 
he could do little harm, but he refueed 
to go and for many yeara hoe re¬ 
mained a priest without a pariah. 
When the Unity contorecce waa ter¬ 
minated, we applied for a charter and 
always Father Haire was our leading 
spirit, teeoher and guide. He would 
attend meetings, enoourage us to de¬ 
bate poUciet and tf we seemed to be 
reaching a wrong conclusion, he would 
set ua right. As ttm* went on. we 
learned to need a mentor less and he 
grudually withdrew te bla beloved 
study of philology and etymology, in 
which he la one of the best Informed 
of the, world’s students. In tbe face 
of his ateodfastnesn, patience and up- 
rlghtneae, the church haa relented so 
tar as to give him a place as teacher 
aad he Is often called upon to oaslat 
In priestly functlona But be never 
loses sight of hla othea pupils in So- 
claliam and even now that age la ap- 
proarUlng, we knoifr that Father Haire 
to h«art and soul with us and that he 
world break forth, aa. did Jesus of old, 
to lae toco of .imy ontoVkoncy that do- 
imuided hto vok^ parse or pen. As 
aa cxataple of hto .aitttude, I bed been 
adf.resstng ths loeaJ on the separation 
of church sod state In France, •with 
tbe aid of private letters In Esperanto, 
aidtag some rather harsh remarks of 
Diy own, when concluding, I turned 
and saw that Father Haire had come ] 
l:v. I sold, "Father, bad I known you 1 
i/ere present. I might have modified 
.hat some,” but he stopped me. "Com- 
rada, remember just one thing; when 
1 come ber^, I come oa a comrade 
ft mong .tirades and not oa a Catholic 
p-ieat . Kindly forget that I am a priest 
at ouch tlmee.” Still "though one of 
the beat beloved of our "comrades.** 
wc continue to call him "Father.” not 
os children of the church, but as the 
Father of Soclallmn in the Sunshine 
state. And we cannot srithhoid re¬ 
spect for the church that holds the 
aMegianee of such a comrade. Robert 
•W. Haire la Father Haire to hla com¬ 
rades os well.-—Fronds Atwood.

In Bchenectady, NeOr York, when 
the mayor wished to provide toe st a 
reasonable price to the poor he was 
I brought to a halt by tbe courta In 
Frankfort. Germany, when a rise In 
the price of potatoes woe foreseen, 
the city bought carloads of the vege¬ 
table. stored them, and when the 
rifle occurred, forced .the price down 
again by placing the tH>tatoes on sale 
at a moderate price. This was a per¬ 
fectly natural function for a German 
city to perform. 

'William Sheperdson. wh^' haa just 
returned from a study of the German 
cltlee for the New York Bureau of 
Municipal Research, brings back some 
valuable auggssUona In municipal 
I government for Americana. We are 
j In a mood, now, too. to profit by them, 
i Some of our civic experiments—^par¬ 
ticularly that of the commission form 
of government—have turned out well. 
We are ready to experiment soma 
more. Beoldea. theoretically, we be¬ 
lieve In co-operation as strongly as 
another natloq! It ta only the getting 
It Into practice in which we are slow. 

One example of the co-operation be¬ 
tween the German city departments 
given by Mr. Sheperdson is signifi¬ 
cant: 

"When the mayor of Fyonkfort had 
decided to create a great university, 
be sent for the president of the city 
'aavinga bonk: ‘I want 1.090,000 

morka,* sold the mayor, ‘can you lend 
them to msF 

" •Certainly I oan,* replied the presi¬ 
dent '1 have realised that the city 
would require this sum to build this 
university, so 1 have arranged some 
of our mortgages to the extent of 
1,909,000 marks eo that they will mix¬ 
ture at just the time when the city 
wilt need the money/ " 

Another result of municipal cm-op- 
eratlon—and one that will appeal at 
once to everyone—Is the lessening of 
ths tax rotaa. ,Tbtre are even some 
cities In Germany which have no tax . 
rate. Theae cHlas take their revenues 
from municipal properties, from en- 
terprisM and from public servlcsa 

Such examples (but a few of the 
many that might be cited) show In- 
controvertlbly the practical results of 
municipal ee-op«rmtloa; any of them 
may be oopisd to oar American cities 
aad with, as Mr. Bhspsrdson suggests 
the ’•added ofleienoy aad modernity , 
oT ths Amsztoon h»stbod” of doing 
all thlnga. Tbu result would be "six 
jumps ahead of the millealum.”— 
Madtoon JoumaL

Have Seen .Service. 

Many of the tents that are now be* 
ing discarded os a result of the r*- 
Bumpilon of work In the Cabin and 
t'alnt rio«*k coal fields have seen serv¬ 
ice throu*;h throe of the roost bitter 
Indiistrlnl strugglts in the history of 
American labor. 

The first battle where the miners' 
union used te lU on an exteiAlve scale 
waa during tr.e three months of the 
Hiruggle In Alabama in 160$. In this 
Imiile the gox ernor of Alabama arbl- 
traiily claimed that the tents were 
insanitary and declared that the tn n- 
fira cuuld not use them. This was one 
<*r the big factors that drove the men 
buck tf. work and resulted In the de- 
fuit of the minera' organisation. 

The next Instance where the miners 
w'fie driven to live In tents otx a large 
stale, after having been evloted Irom 
tiie company-owned houses, was In 
ihe Irwin strike, In Westmarsland 
county. Pennsylvania. ThU itruggle 
lusicd over a period of 16 months dur- 
irK the years of 1910 and 1641.

Alter dinner on February IS. the Galena 
dropped her anchor to Hampton Roadn be¬ 
tween Fortress Monroe and the Rip Raps. 
While the cniw were at dinner the Ports¬ 
mouth came do /n from the navy vard tr. tow 
of a tug and anchored a (gable's » .gth astern 
of the Qalen*. toe looked fine, having been 
newly fitted out and freshly painted. During 
the afternoon tbe sun came out and all sails 
were loosed to dry^ on both the Portsmouth 
and OiUena. 

'When' the sails were furled in the eviming 
the light yards were sent down and Hons 
standing on the cross trees, when he hod his 
yard ready to send down, chanced lo look over 
to the Portsmouth and a* the yard* tbore were 
sw'jng on end a boy was knocked o the 
foretopmast cross trees of the Portsmouth 
and Hons saw him fall but never heard after¬ 
wards what become of him. 

At Hampton Roads the Galena was kispecti^d 
^by a board of officers and the crew hsU a bard 
week, during which all manner of drills were 
gone through with and In clearing the ship 
^or action ^e wttM practically stripped of her 


sails, rigging and spani. The spars were low¬ 
ered nto the water. Ihen laancd togvlher, end 
In end and were strung around the ship ai a 
distance of about 20 fee!, as a protection 
against torpedo* Then when the ship wo* tn 
shape again t*he got under v.ny and nianeu- 
vered around In the bay trying her helm and 
compasses. 

After the Inspection the ship -vent up lo the 
na\'y yard at Norfolk and look stores on board, 
it wtis oald for the S<watJira. February 2T. she 
steamed out und on March ^ anchoted at Port 
Royal. Stiuth CaroHnn Here were the Yantic, 
i’owhatan and Pawnee. 

'The Powhatan u large old fashioned 

sldewhei'l steamer full ship rigged but ^wUh 
ntump topgallant maats ."he hud been one of 
the first steamers to go t.irough the Indian 
Ocean and the Chtn.i und while In the 

Straits of Malacca and under nail; one day, 
when it was a dead calm und the ship without 
Qn> heailway at all. the quartermaster reported 
u I.irge number of boats coming toward th* 
ahlp The captain was notified and came on 
deck 

Through the glasses It was seen that the 
boats'were filled with armed men After the 
nfficern and the captntn had talked thl* matter 
over, they came to th* roncluslon. that ih«*se 
boats were full of Malay pirates. 

The order had been given some hours pre¬ 
vious to get up steam and the Powhatan rou)<V 
ha\>- steamed away, but the captain wanted to 
gl\ e these de''l)a, who had mistaken the Pow- 
hif>!tn for a merchantman, a lesson; so he had 
all the hose coupled to the hot water pipe* that 
led from the boiler* and Htr'jng out along the 
rail 

The crew armed to the teeth laid low and 
the Qhip seemed to be deserted. 

On the pirates came till they were wlth'n 
a ciible's length of the ship, when they pausefi 
for the boats from the nar lo come up. When 
they had formed a line all came toward the 
PoT^'hatan. the devils not pulling at the oars, 
standing brandishing their arms and yelling 
like the yellow devils they were, — 

Y'helr plan was to board the Powhatan, but 
when they came alongside the hot water was 
turned on and It was u sight to sen those pirates
